Drug dealing wasn’t as pre- 
valent when Romulus Deputy 
Chief Leonard Rukkila joined 
the Michigan State Police in 
1957. 

Rukkila is retiring after 34 
years on the police force. 

Looking back on his career, 
Rukkila. 62. a former resident 
of the Upper Peninsula, sees a 
drastic change in the precinct 
from when he first joined. 

‘•There were mostly traffic 
problems and a few breaking- 
and-entering cases,” Rukkila 
said. ‘‘In the last five to six 
years, a lot of narcotic inci- 
dents increased which you nev- 
er had when I started.” 

When Rukkila began his 
career with the state police, he 
said there were 670 troopers. 
Now there are about 2,400 state 
troopers. 


‘‘Today, there is more mod- 
ern equipment from when I 
started. The public also gets 
more involved with incidents,” 
Rukkila said. 

‘‘I left the Ypsilanti state 
police post in 1981 when I was 
hired at the Romulus pre- 
cinct,” Rukkila said. 

Rukkila went up through the 
ranks while working in Romu- 
lus. In 1984, he became a lieute- 
nant and was promoted to de- 


puty chief in 1986. 

“I think I had a great 
career,” Rukkila said. “I have 
no regrets. There was a lot of 
transferring to different areas, 
but the family accepted it and 1 
enjoyed it.” 

Education beyond high 
school is needed to become a 
police officer in the 1990s, Ruk- 
kila said. 

‘‘The more experience the 
better. 1 recommend for any- 


one interested in joining the 
police force to go to coliege and 
work their way up to an educa- 
tion in law enforcement,” Ruk- 
kila said. 

Concerning women entering 
the police force, Rukkila said 
he never had a problem work- 
ing with the opposite sex. 

‘‘I think women should join,” 
Rukkila said. ‘‘There are 
women joining all the time. 
Women police officers do an ex- 
cellent job, especially with the 
DARE programs.” 

Rukkila has been married to 
Marcy for 42 years. He has five 
children and 11 grandchildren. 
Plans to move a little closer to 
the Upper Peninsula could be 
in the making for next year, 
Rukkila said. 

The last day for Rukkila as 
deputy chief is Jan. 4.

Committee appoints 
2 councilmembers

Two Romulus councilmem- 
bers were recently appointed 
to an urban design advisory 
committee. 

Councilman Fred Junior 
Block and Mayor Pro Tern 
Randolph Gear will be working 
with the Tax Increment Fi- 
nance Authority and McKenna 
Associates, a Farmington 
Hills-based architectural firm, 
to develop urban design stan- 
dards and guidelines for the 
Wick Road development pro- 
ject. 

The group will meet about 
three to four times in the next 
six months, according to De- 
nnis Oaks, director of commun- 
ity development for Romulus. 

‘‘The results of the study will 
include an urban design con- 
cept plan, which would be im- 
plemented by the planning 
commission and TIFA through 
the zoning ordinance and de- 
velopment guidelines,” Oakes 
said. 

Romulus will be confronted 
with more than $2 billion of pri- 
vate investment within the 
next 10 to 15 years as part of the 
1600-acre Metro Center De- 
velopment area project. 

Metro Center is being en- 
visioned as a ‘‘city within a 
city,” according to McKenna 
Associates. 

‘‘Special efforts will be re- 
quired to ensure a pleasing im- 
age, quality character and in- 
tensity of urban and interna- 
tional scale are created,” 
McKenna Associates said. 

‘‘The completed urban de- 
sign guidelines will include 
illustrations, text and a process 
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for design review. With these 
guidelines in place, the city will 
have an important tool for 
achieving a desirable, attrac- 
tive, cohesive and satisfying 
environment in the Metro Cen- 
ter Development area, equal to 
its potential.” 

Seven tasks are listed within 
the design standards and 
guidelines. 

The first task is project in- 
itiation which involves meeting 
with TIFA and city staff to pre- 
pare a work schedule which 
will include meeting dates, pro- 
ject milestones and to establish 
feedback and review pro- 
cesses. 

The second task is design op- 
tions research. McKenna 
Associates will research ways 
other new, master-planned de- 
velopments or cities have 
evolved, which includes new 
centers in suburban areas. 

The third task is review and 
evaluation, which involves the 
review and evaluation of ex- 
isting regulations and other 
documentation relating to de- 
sign features and development 
controls affecting the Metro 
Center Development area. 

McKenna Associates will re- 
view a number of ordinances 
and city records including the 
zoning ordinance, sign ordi- 
nance, subdivision control 
ordinance, lot split and land di- 
vision provisions, Federal 
Aviation Authority airport 
height restrictions and city 
master plan. 

The fourth task is the state- 
ment of goals. McKenna 
Associates will help the city 
establish goals to guide the de- 
sign and implementation pro- 
cess. 

The fifth task involves the 
urban design concept, which 
will include the selection of a 
development pattern or theme. 

The issues to be considered 
as part of the overall design 
concept are: 

• Overall image of the dis- 
trict. 

• Preferred urban form- 
street patterns. 

• Building forms. 

• Definition of spaces-plazas 
and open space. 

• Massing of buildings. 

• General architectural 
styles. 

• Building context. 

• Structural contrast. 

• Landscaping and aesthetic 
considerations. 

• Urban art. 

The sixth task is the regula- 
tory process where McKenna 
Associates will draft standards 
and regulations to accomplish 
the stated design objectives.

Officials are also estab- 
lishing a Solid Waste Citizens 
Committee to assist in formu- 
lating a solid waste plan for the 
city in the next three years. 

Anyone interested in either 
committee should call 942-7592, 
Martell said. 

New winter recycling hours 
and days have been posted for 
Romulus. 

Residents can start dropping 
off their recyclables from 9 
a.m. to 2 p.m. Nov. 10. 

The rest of the dates for re- 
cycling will be from 9 a.m. to 2 
p.m. Dec. 8, Jan. 12. Feb. 9, 
March 9, April 13 and May 11. 

The Romulus recycling cen- 
ter opened last August in the 
City Hall parking lot So far. 
Martell said 150 cubic yards of 
recyclable glass, plastic, news- 
papers and metals have benj 
dropped off. 

A few rules and regulations 
for dropping off recyclables 
are: 

• Plastic - Milk and water 
jugs, laundry detergent, bot- 
tles or any plastic container 
with “PET” or “HDPI 
stamped on the bottom are 
accepted The plastics must all 
be rinsed and the caps re- 
moved. 

• Glass - Clear, brown and 
green food and beverage jars 
and bottles are accepted. All 
glass must be rinsed and the 
lids removed. The lids may be 
added to the aluminum and tin 
jars. 

• Aluminum or Tin Cans - 
Soup, vegetable, tuna fish, jar 
lids, pie plates or crumpled foil 
are accepted The aluminum 
and tin cans must be rinsed and 
the labels removed These re- 
cyclables must also be fiat 
tened. if possible. 

• Newspapers - No glossy in-

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Fire at Inkster seniors complex kills a resident

Inkster fire officials are con- 
tinuing their investigation into 
an early morning Sunday fire 
that swept the second floor of a 
senior citizens apartment com- 
plex and left one resident dead, 
four others injured and about 
$375,000 in structural damage 
in its wake. 

The blaze routed some 250 re- 
sidents of the three-story build- 
ing at the Chateau Cherry Hill, 
213 Henry Ruff Road, and 
claimed the life of Alfred Pace, 
90. 


Pace, 90, was taken to Gar- 
den City Hospital where he la- 
ter died of apparent smoke in- 
halation, according to Inkster 
Fire Chief Victor Boulanger. 

Irene Pace, the victim’s 72- 
year-old wife, is in temporary 
serious condition at Annapolis 
Hospital. Fire officials said she 
also suffered smoke inhalation 
and burns. 

The names of the two other 
injured individuals were not re- 
leased at this time. 

Boulanger said five resi- 
dents, trapped in their rooms, 
were carried to safety by fire- 
fighters. They were preparing 


to leap from their second-story 
rooms when firefighters ar- 
rived on the scene about 6 a m. 
and persuaded them not to 
leap. 

Boulanger commended fire- 
fighter Douglas Moore, who 
managed to help residents 
escape the blaze. 

‘/When we got there, one per- 
son was getting ready to leap 
from his room,” Boulanger 
said. “We convinced him to 
stay put until our men could 
reach him. There were others 
at their windows. 

“There’s a 15-foot drop from 
the second floor and, for any- 


one, let alone a senior citizen, a 
jump like that could be fatal.” 

The fire originated in room 
203. The occupant managed to 
walk out of her room, but, 
according to witnesses, 
appeared dazed. She told her 
neighbors that there was a fire 
in her room. 

Fire officials have ruled out 
at this time any structural, 
electrical failure or misuse of 
electrical utensils as the cause 
of the fire. One witness said the 
occupant of the room where the 
fire originated was a “chain 
cigarette smoker.”

location, hours of operation 
and materials which are 
accepted,” Bianconi said. 

The personalized tape will be 
distributed to all member 
municipalities in early Decem- 
ber w'hen the editing is com- 
pleted. and the recycling mes- 
sage can be shown on local ac- 
cess television programs, she 
said. 

“Some 25,000 brochures will 
be available for group pre- 
sentations and distribution at 


municipal recycling centers,” 
Bianconi said at the Nov. 16 
CWW meeting. “The brochures 
explain the whys and hows of 
recycling and list the location, 
hours of operation and mate- 
rials accepted at individual 
sites.” 

As part of the resource- 
recovery education, which has 
been funded by a state grant, 
the CWW will utilize billboards 
to promote the use of the re- 
cycling hotline and recycling 
efforts.

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not comment on whether care- 
less smoking was the cause of 
the blaze. 

Boulanger did say ‘‘those 
people who suffered the most 
severe consequences of smoke 
inhalation were those who 
opened their doors, instead of 
keeping them shut. 

“Any one who stepped into 
the hallway stepped into 
temperatures that reached 
1,000 degrees,” Boulanger 
said. 

Boulanger added that the fire 
was contained to the second 
floor because of the structural- 
ly-sound, proper use of fire 


doors, and the functional 
smoke detectors. 

“This could have been a mul- 
ti-fatality fire, if it had not been 
for structural-soundness of the 
building,” he said. 

Rescue units and firefighters 
were also dispatched from 
neighboring Westland, Garden 
City, and Dearborn Heights. 

Chateau Cherry Hill was 
built at a cost of $4.5 million 
from grant funds provided by 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development to provide 
housing for senior citizens. The 
complex is managed and oper- 
ated by the Inkster Housing 
Commission.

Crowds 
flock 
to airport 

Officials at Detroit Metropo- 
litan Airport are warning 
. travelers of greater-than- 
‘-rtormal crowds this holiday 
week. 

‘‘The Wednesday before 
Thanksgiving and the Sunday 
after are traditionally the two 
heaviest travel days of the 
year,” writes Wayne County 
Executive Edw’ard McNamara 
in a press release. “The park- 
ing lots and terminal curb 
fronts will be particularly 
busy.” 

An informal survey of the 
airlines serving Metro indi- - 
cates most airlines will have 
passenger traffic similar to 
Thanksgiving 1989, but two air- 
lines expect slight increases 
over last year. 

McNamara recommends 
that Wednesday and Sunday 
travelers plan to arrive at the 
airport one-and-one-half hours 
beofre their flight departure 
time. Even when there are 
plenty of spaces available in 
the parking lots, the entrances 
can become congested and 
time-consuming lines can 
form. There may also be long 
lines at the ticket counters and 
security screening check 
points. 

In order to keep traffic mov- 
ing on Rogell Drive, the curb 
space in front of the terminal 
buildings will be reserved for 
active loading and unloading 
only. Anyone who leaves their 
vehicle to go inside can expect 
to have it ticketed and towed by 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s De- 
partment.

Metro. The hot line will provide 
information on which lots are 
full and which lots are open and 
available.

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Wayne police, management cooperate to fight crime

The Wayne Public Safety De- 
partment is working hand-in- 
hand with the management 
team from Hickory Hollow to 
try and ward off area drug 
traffic. 

“We’re setting up meetings 
with the board of directors,” 
said John Colligan. Wayne 
police deputy director. “ We're 
going to try and set up prog- 
rams for the residents which 
includes the neighborhood 
watch program." 

At a recent Wayne council 
meeting. Hickory Hollow attor- 
ney Carl G. Becker asked coun- 
cilmembers to turn street su- 
pervision of the housing com- 
plex to the Wayne County Sher- 
iff Department for six months 
in order to try and push out 
drug dealers. 

Tracie Clemenz. site mana- 
ger for Hickory Hollow, said in 
a letter to Wayne police: "The 
board of directors and manage- 
ment of Hickory Hollow have 
expressed concern over the 
lack of patrol officers in the 
complex." 

Wayne police do patrol the 


streets, according to Fred Staf- 
ford, public safety director. 
Officers who patrol the area 
are not always in uniform or in 
marked police cars, Stafford 
said. 

“The police said they patrol 
all the time and never get any 
residents calling," Clemenz 
said. "The residents said they 
call the police all the time. I’m 
in the middle trying to reach a 
solution." 

The major problems at Hick- 
ory Hollow include loitering 
and outsiders coming into the 
complex to sell drugs, Clemenz 
said. 

“We had a shooting here this 
weekend,” Clemenz said. “It 
wasn’t a fatal shooting, but 
some guns were found and 
shots were heard. We’re trying 
to get the kids to stop dealing 
drugs in the area." 

Clemenz is going to set up an 
annual meeting with the resi- 
dents to order to find some 
answers to the problems. It’s 
going to take a lot of work for 
the new management team 
which started last January to 
make some ground, according 
to Clemenz.

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Noise abatement 
regulations set

The Wayne County Commis- 
sioners’ special committee on 
airport noise will begin develop- 
ing rules and regulations for 
noise abatement at Detroit Metro 
Airport. 

On Wednesday, committee 
members hired the Washington, 
D.C. -based law firm of Cutler and 
Stanfield for $150,000 to give them 
legal assistance in formulating 
the rules. 

The law firm has a national 
reputation of working with anti- 
noise groups, according to Susan 
Hubbard, committee member 
and Wayne County Commis- 
sioner. 

The committee hopes to adopt 
noise abatement regulations 
sometime in January. 

Before rules can be adopted, 
however, four public hearings 
will be staged. "We will help 
Wayne County figure out the best 
plan of action.” Eliot Cutler said. 
"We have dealt with airport noise 
problem in other communities, 
and have proposed different op- 
tions ranging from ground run-up 
controls to adjustment mea- 
sures.” 

Although Cutler has seen Met- 
ro Airport, he refused to com- 
ment on specific strategy his firm 
and the county will take. 

The Detroit-metropolitan area 
is one of the few areas in the coun- 
try without noise abatement con- 
trols. 

Before last December, noise 
was not a problem in the area, 
Hubbard said. But when North- 
west Airlines declared Detroit as 
one of its hub cities and the FAA 
changed take-off and landing pat- 
terns the noise became an issue 
for many residents in Romulus, 
Taylor, Westland and Dearborn. 

Although Wayne County has 
the legal authority to regulate air- 


port noise, the stringence of the 
regulations will be a political and 
business question. 

The five-member committee 
will look at a series of options, 
including ; 

• a curfew on stage two air- 
craft, older models such as the 
DC-9 and Boeing 727. which cre- 
ate a lot of noise. 

• a phase-out of stage two air- 
craft. 

• a device at the airport to 
monitor noise level, and fines 
would be issued to those who 
don't comply. 

• a restriction on ground run up 
noise, which when aircraft check 
their engines before a flight. 

“We've looked at some of the 
regulations that other airports 
around the country have,” Hub- 
bard said. 

While the commissioners de- 
velop noise abatement regula- 
tions, Brian Amann, Wayne 
County noise czar, is attacking 
the problem from a different 
angle. He has been discussing 
airline routes with FAA officials. 

On Nov. 6, county voters 
approved of airport expansion, 
which would be financed by air- 
line fees. The project would in- 
clude the construction of another 
parking structure, flood control 
measures, a fourth north /south 
runway and a 50-foot noise berm 
to buffer airport noise. 

Some area elected officials are 
skeptical about the effectiveness 
of a noise berm. 

"Berms are relatively ineffec- 
tive," said Taylor Mayor Camer- 
on Priebe. “Building a hill next to 
the construction won’t help, be- 
cause residents don't live on that 
side of the airport.” 

Residents in Taylor, Romulus 
and Inkster have a problem with 
ground run-up noise, he said. 

Furthermore. Priebe sug- 
gested building-insulated han- 
gars called hush huts to cut down 
on the run-up noise.

Conference protests 
proposed legislation 


Members of the Conference 
of Western Wayne raised their 
voices to protest federal leg- 
islation that would have taken 
the right of local communities 
to regulate airport noise. 

Senate Bill 3094, which would 
h ve pre-empted local author- 
in the airport planning and 
noise mitigation process, was 
noi passed in the last congres- 
sional session. Although CWW 
members were pleased that the 
new ruling was not adopted, 
they plan to continue to moni- 
tor proposed legislation so that 
further input can be made if a 
similar bill is introduced. 

The CWW Committee on Air- 
port Issues sent letters to the 
Federal Public Works and 
Transportation Committee and 
senators involved in the deci- 
sion-making process. 

Of particular concern to the 


CWW was the fact that, accord- 
ing to provisions of the prop- 
osed legislation, no time during 
the planning process would loc- 
al government be consulted on 
potential changes to air traffic 
which would ultimately impact 
the quality of life in the sur- 
rounding communities. 

“In the case of western 
Wayne County, these changes 
were particularly disturbing 
due to the fact that a compre- 
hensive environmental impact 
study on the airport expansion 
has just been completed when 
the changes (in flight patterns) 
were implemented. The study, 
which cost thousands of dollars 
and was to be the region's chief 
tool in estimating the future 
impact of the airport, is now for 
the most part flawed and of lit- 
tle significance given the pre- 
sent situation,” the committee 
wrote. 


very angry,” said Vickie Tot- 
ten, Mark's mother. “It's a 
sudden, senseless and violent 
tragedy to have someone you 
love stolen from you.” 

Instead of sitting around and 
thinking about her 30-year-old 
son’s death, Vickie went sear- 
ching for answers. She found 
them in Mothers Against 
Drunk Drivers. 

”It helps because you can 
share your feelings, and by 
knowing that someone else has 
experienced what you have 
takes away that feeling of hel- 
plessness,” she said. 

When she first went to 
MADD, the service helped her 
to understand her loss and to 
make her aware of other 
things, like the trial of the 
woman who killed Mark. 


“I knew that I was mad 
enough to ask the questions, 
but I couldn’t remember all of 
the answers,” she said 
When the woman who hit her 
son was acquitted, the grieving 
process began again for Vickie. 
She wanted her son back, but 
she knew that wasn't possible. 
She wanted the driver of the 
car to be punished, but that also 
wasn’t possible. 

"This made me so angry,” 
she said. “If you were to run a 
stop sign, you would have to 
pay for it, but not when you run 
someone over.” 

There was nothing left to do 
until Vickie turned to MADD, 
once again She knew the orga- 
nization couldn't wave a magic 
wand and bring Mark back. 
MADD was the one way she 


could keep a small part of her 
son alive. 

This time around, she was 
the one with all of the help and 
understanding. But just as fast 
as she learned to understand, 
there were others waiting to be 
helped. 

"By carrying on the mes- 
sage. I am making some kind of 
sense out of a senseless thing.” 
she said. 

As she explains the numer- 
ous ways to avoid becoming a 
statistic, her voice quivers. 
Although she speaks softly, the 
hurt she feels inside is sounding 
loud and clear.

Guest editorial 
Enough is enough 

For the last six months or so, we in the City of Wayne 
have been subjected to a deceptive and scurrilous cam- 
paign to heap discredit and personal degradation on us by 
individuals who find fault with us. Enough is enough. 

The people of Wayne deserve better than this and 
should be aware of certain facts concerning this destruc- 
tive exercise before deciding the right or wrong of the 
situation. To be able to come to a reasonable and common 
sense conclusion in this matter and to determine the facts 
in the case, it seems to me that certain questions should be 
asked of the persons perpetrating the whole thing in the 
first place. So, I shall do so. 

To the recall committee through its chairman: 

• Is it not true, Mr. Chairman, that several years ago 
the City Council of Wayne granted under Michigan Law a 
tax abatement to you and your company? An wasn't that 
tax abatement for 50 percent for a period of six years? 

• Is it true, Mr. Chairman, that in the period of the last 
several years, you and your company have failed to pay 
the taxes due to the City for whatever reason? 

• Is it true, Mr. Chairman, that your committee’s last 
attempt at a recall failed because of the possibility that 
your legal advice was bad and also because your own 
committee dissolved around you as they realized your 
methods were questionable and anti-productive* 

• Is it true, Mr. Chairman, that you, as chief spokesman 
for your committee are afraid to appear at any forum to 
present the aims of your group and instead have had 
same legal counsel of bad advice represent you? 

• Is it true, Mr. Chairman, that you and your group 
have cost the people of Wayne in excess of $50,000 in your 
attempt to discredit the city and continue to do so all in the 
name of “the good of the city”?

Michigan model: 
fact or fallacy 

Facts or fallacies? Recently a 
political flyer contained the fol- 
lowing information concerning 
the Michigan Model compre- 
hensive health program: “The 
Michigan Model is another edu- 
cational tool we have to prevent 
crime. It is a state-required part 
of the school curriculum for 
grades K-8. Eventually it will be 
required through high school.” 
The flyer came from Rep. 
James Kosteva. According to 
Sen. John Engler (now gov- 
ernor), “The state model (Michi- 
gan Model) is available to be 
considered, but is not man- 
dated. Health education is not a 
requirement of core curri- 
culum.” 

Donald Bemis, superinten- 
dent of the Department of 
Education, insists that Michi- 
gan Model is voluntary and 
schools are not forced to accept 
this program. Robert Harris, 
director of communications for 
the department of education, 
says Michigan Model is “totally 
voluntary.” 

I would venture to say that 
Michigan Model is about as 
voluntary as the draft. I can't 
help but agree with Rep. Koste- 
va that the state is indeed man- 
dating this health program in 
Michigan schools. At present, 
there are approximately a mil- 
lion children participating in the 
Michigan Model despite numer- 
ous protests from concerned pa- 
rents. It is obvious that parents

were overlooked regarding the 
decision-making process of im- 
plementing Michigan Model in 
many schools. The state, school 
districts, and local schools 
appear to have made the deci- 
sion on their own. 

New Age teachings, medita- 
tion, death-and-dying issues and 
more are contained in the 
Michigan Model program. A de- 
finite wedge has been inserted 
between parent and child and 
the family unit has become the 
recipient of many negative 
teachings through this prog- 
ram. What one faction may call 
education can easily be con- 
strued to be indoctrination in the 
Michigan Model. 

Since Michigan Model is 
being promoted by many fac- 
tions as being voluntary, it 
should be relatively simple to 
prove. Try getting your child ex- 
cused from any class utilizing 
this program. Insist that a law 
be passed allowing parents to 
sign their children into any class 
utilizing Michigan Model. If 
those concerned parents that 
are speaking up regarding 
Michigan Model are so few, 
surely the state will not object to 
passing such a law. Just a 
minimal insignificant few can't 
possibly make a difference. Or 
can they?

Home care must 
be addressed 

The time has long since come 
for the federal government, as 
well as legislators at every level 
in this country, to come to terms 
with the crying need for a public 
program of long-term care 
based on home care. 

Millions of Americans are vic- 
tims of illnesses of long-term 
duration. The bulk of the care 
needed by such people is prac- 
tical and supportive assistance, 
often described as “custodial”. 
Costs can be staggering. The 
average family simply does not 
have the resources to pay for 
long-term care. 

As a result, thousands of our 
citizens are going without the 
health care services they de- 
sperately need. Thousands 
more may be without access to 
these services in the near fu- 
ture. Currently 80 percent of the 
cost of all catastrophic illnesses 
relates to long-term care, and 
there is very little in the way of 
help from the public or private 
sector. 

Neither public nor private in- 
surance provides protection 
against the cost of long-term 
care. Medicare pays only for li- 
mited amounts of skilled care 
and home health care. Medicaid 
generally pays only for nursing 
home care and requires pauper- 
ization before eligibility can be 
established. Most private insur- 
ance provides limited, if any, 
coverage for long-term care in 
the home or nursing home. New 


specialized long-term care poli- 
cies are expensive and have se- 
vere limitations. 

The repeal of the Medicare 
Catastrophic Coverage Act 
(MCCA) in the 101st Congress 
serves to reinforce the need for 
long-term care legislation. 
Elderly groups objecting to the 
MCCA repeatedly pointed out 
that their real needs were for 
long-term care coverage. 

Lack of coordinated long- 
term care benefits often results 
in premature or unnecessary in- 
stitutionalization. Destruction 
of the family unit and reducing 
family resources to the point of 
destitution frequently occurs. 
The supportive, familiar en- 
vironment of the home setting 
for care delivery, however, cqn 
provide a cost-effective option 
that may also enable stabiliza- 
tion of the individual’s chronjc 
conditions. •: 

The federal government miifct 
take the lead in providing 
adequate coverage of long-tetfin 
care needs for chronically ;tll 
children, the elderly and dis- 
abled. The foundation of this In- 
itiative should be home care!

Robichaud routs Monroe St. Mary’s, reaches Class ‘B’ state finals

The 1990 Robichaud high 
football team stands on the 
threshold of greatness. 

Coach Bob Yauck's football 
team is one victory away from 
winning the Class B state 
championship, a feat no other 
Robichaud football team has 
even come close to accom- 
plishing. 

And the Bulldogs got to the 
finals the hard way, by 
thrashing the number one- 
ranked team in the state, Mon- 
roe St. Mary’s Catholic Cen- 
tral, 27-0, Saturday at Withing- 
ton Stadium in the city of 
Jackson. 

Now, only a previously un- 
heralded team that the press 
corps overlooked during the 
regular season - Kingsford - 
stands between Robichaud and 


their first state football crown. 

Kingsford destroyed Wyom- 
ing Rogers, 45-27, in its semifin- 
al test, to earn the right to meet 
Yauck’s troops for the title. 

The two will meet at8 p.m. on 
Friday in the Pontiac Silver- 
dome to decide which team is 
worthy of the wearing the 1990 
coveted state crown. 

The phenomenal Tyrone 
Wheatley, as he has all season 
long, again displayed his in- 
credible talent against the 
hitherto undefeated Monroe CC 
team. 

Wheatley, with the Monroe 
defense glued on him, man- 
aged to score two third-quarter 
touchdowns to lead the Bull- 
dogs to a surprisingly easy win 
- a cakewalk - over what was 
considered by most the best de- 
fensive team in the state this 
year. 

The 6-2, 210-pound senior run-

ning back picked off Monroe 
quarterback Brad Flint’s de- 
linquent pass at midfield and 
seven plays later - with Wheat- 
ley called upon on seven times - 
scored from five yards out. It 
was his first TD of the game. 

And, when Robichaud quar- 
terback Andrew Parham suc- 
cessfully executed the option 
for the two-point conversion, 
the Bulldogs had 21-0 lead. 

With two seconds remaining 


in the same quarter, Wheatley 
struck again. He polished off a 
37-yard drive with a 12-yard 
touchdown run to account for 
the final touchdown of the 
game. 

Wheatley’s point-after 
attempt sailed wide of the goal- 
posts. 

Robichaud took the lead ear- 
ly in the game when Ralph 
Irwin scooped up a loose ball, 
jarred free by linebacker Ernie 
Baskin, and raced 33 yards for 


a touchdown five minutes into 
the first quarter. 

Wheatley kicked the extra 
point, making it a 7-0 game. 

However, Monroe managed 
, to block a Wheatley punt in that 
quarter and recovered on the 
Robichaud 20. The Bulldog de- 
fense, spearheaded by line- 
backers Ralph Irwin, Sonny 
Cooper, Gary Phillips, and two- 
way tackle Ernie Baskin, man- 
aged to hold off the inspired 
Monroe offense. 

The 20-yard line would be the 
furthest penetration by Monroe 
into Robichaud territory for 
the game. 

Robichaud increased its lead 
with a second-quarter touch- 
down - a four-yard contribution 
by Irwin, who completed an 
eight-play, 53-yard drive with 
his run. 

Wheatley’s attempt for the 
extra point was blocked. 


Wheatley must have been a 
very tired athlete after the 
game. He was called on 35 
times to carry the ball, rushed 
for 170-yards and accounted for 
two touchdowns. He also inter- 
cepted Flint twice and stood 
out on defense. 

Irwin picked up eight yards, 
and saw a 70-yard TD run nulli- 
fied because of an illegal proce- 
dure call against his team- 
mates. 

Baskin, a senior tackle, 
turned in his best performance 
of the season. He forced two of 
the three Monroe turnovers 
and also forced ball carriers 
away from the center of the 
line. 

“He was just awesome,’’ 
said Yauck. “And Baskin ex- 
emplified the caliber of defense 
we have been playing lately. If 
we can do that one more time, 
everything will be just fine.”

“We haven’t seen Robichaud 
play, but we know from what 
we read and hear that Wheat- 
ley and the team have a very 
explosive offense.” 

Robichaud jolted Monroe St. 
Mary’s Catholic Central 27-0 in 
its semifinal game. 

It will be the first appearance 
for both teams and coaches in 
the Silverdome.
